this time the leading spirits in the move- 
ment favored tha national capital as tbe 
location, and the erection of both tatn- 
porary and permanent exposition build- 
ings; A favorable report was rendered, 
but for a while the matter lagged, and it 
was not until three years later that Chi- 
cago took up the matter In earnest. 


July 22, 1889, the city council adopted 


a resolution instructing Mayor Cregier to. 
appoint a committee of one hundred to 
proceed to the national capital and advo- 
cate the selection of Chicago as tbe loca- 
tion of the fair. Three weeks afterwards 
a number ol citizens organized a corpor- 
ation with the title "The World's Fair, 
1892," which was chartered under tho 
laws of the state of Illinois wiih B capital 
stock of five million dollars. By thia time 
the Interest In the proposed commemora- 
tion had become national.

immediate and cordial. About tbe same 
time the Lady Board ot Managers was 
brought Into existence, and Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, of Chicago, selected aa president 
ol the body. The work ot constructing 
tho Mines and Mining Building, tha first 
structure undertaken, was begun on July 
2,1891,and from that time on the worfc of 
building up the Wbite City WBB prosecuted 
with vim and vigor. One structure rose 
after another, and on October 21, 1892, in 
the presence ot an assemblage of .over one 
hundred thousand people the grounds and 
buildings were formally dedicated to the 
purposes designed by the act of congress. 
Up to the last financialsLalement the total 
expenditures on account of the Fair had 
reached the enormous aggregate of £!&,- 
000,000, a sum equal to twice the cost of 
the Paris Exposition. 
Ot this amount 


over ^15,000,000 had gone into tbe build- 
ings of the White City, whilethe balance 
had been eaten up by general expenses 
outside of tbe construction. Shortly be- 
fore the adjournment 
of 
congress a 


special appropriation of two and a half 
million dollars in the Jorm of souvenir 
silver coins, was voted by congress in aid 
of the enterprise. Five million dollars 
worth ol bonds, duo on January 1st of 
the coining year, were also issued and 
disposed of at a premium. 
It ia an in- 


teresting fact that the gate receipts from 
visitors prior to the formal opening to- 
day reached the total ot a quarter ol a 
million dollars.
